M rs. G ray 's dau g hter, reu n ited with

she w an ted her m o ther to liv e with her 
in New Jersey fo r the rest o f her life. "I 
tho u g ht tha t was g reat,” say s Mrs. 
H u m m el, "b u t o u r so cial wo rker said 
she'd hav e to in sp ect the ho me in Je r­ 
sey p erso n ally an d criticized u s fo r let­ 
tin g Bessie g o w itho u t p erm issio n ." 
An o ther Ap ril in ciden t co m p o u n ded 
the H u m m els’ p ro b lem s with W assaic. 
M rs 
H u m m el erred in schedu lin g 5 3- 
y ear-o ld Vin cen t C ali’s E aster weeken d 
v isit to his sister's ho me in New Yo rk 
City . In the co n fu sio n o f sen din g v ari­ 
o u s p eo p le o ff to differen t p laces, she 
p u t Cali o n a b u s to M an hattan o n 
Go o d Friday in stead o f the fo llo win g 


day , when his sister ex p ected to m eet 
him at the term in al. He has b een m iss­ 
in g ev er sin ce. 
It was an erro r she has wo rked hard to 
u n do b y searchin g fo r Vin cen t p erso n ally 
an d with p o lice co o p eratio n , she ex p lain s. 
She said she has n ev er lo st ho p e he'll b e 
fo u n d an d retu rn ed.

W assaic has m ade in ­ 
feren ces co n cern in g ho w they distrib u te 
the mo n ey in the acco u n ts o f their 
charg es (fo r who m they are the p ay ees), 
ab o u t refu n ds to clien ts, an d 
ab o u t 
m istreatm en t, they say 
“W e’re n o t stealin g their 
m o n ey ,” 
say s a distrau g ht W en dy . "T hey ‘re en ­ 
titled to help in u sin g their sp en din g 
mo n ey an d in b u y in g clo thes. An d. if 
we’re m istreatin g o u r p eo p le, then I 
wish all family care ho mes an d in stit- 
tio n s all o v er the U n ited States wo u ld 
m istreat them like we do o u rs!” 
W o rried that W assaic will mo v e to

LA8 VEGA S, Nev. (UPI) - The only 
Howard Hughes "will” taken seriously is a 
wellexecuted forgery, according to a former 
FBI handwriting expert working for oppo­ 
nents of the document. A Los Angeles report 
said authorities have a clue to the forger’s 
identity. 
The document may be withdrawn by its 
own sponsors. 
“It was a good forgery, as forgeries go," 
said Lyndal Shaneyfelt, who examined the 
document for the Summa Corp., the holding 
company that controls most of Hughes' $2.5 
billion fortune. 
Top Summa executives are trying to dis­ 
credit the document, which names former 
Hughes' aide Noah Dietrich as executor, 
putting him in control of Summa. 
(The Ix» Angeles Times reported today “ a 
clue to the actual author has been found.” 
The newspaper quoted “a source close to the 
investigation of the document’s mysterious 
origin,” saying there was no indication what 
the clue was.) 
The “will,” discovered on a desk in 
Mormon church headquarters, is regarded as 
the likeliest to be authentic of the 17 which 
have appeared — most of them clearly 
fraudulent or the work of pranksters. 
“The will is a forgery and was not prepared 
by Howard Hughes,” Shaneyfelt said Tues­ 
day after examining the hand-written, three- 
page document for two days, comparing it to 


court-certified examples of Hughes’ writing. 
The documents shows signs of careful 
preparation, he said. 
“There was a considerable attempt to copy 
his writing. There is no question that the 
people who prepared this will had adequate 
samples of his handwriting in order to copy 
the letter form," Shaneyfelt said. 
Shaneyfelt, 
of 
Alexandria, 
Va., 
who 
worked for the FBI from 1940 to 1975, also 
indicated the document may contain clues 
to the identity of a posible forger. 
"Once I established it was a forgery, then 
my 
concentration 
was 
on 
finding 
any 
evidence that would lead us to the per­ 
petrator,” he said. 
"There are some matters I feel need 
further investigation," he said, without ex­ 
plaining. 
Harold Rhoden, attorney for Dietrich, in­ 
dicated Dietrich may withdraw the will from 
consideration by the Probate Court unless 
more support for its authenticity can be 
found. Of the two handwriting analysts hired 
by Dietrich to date, one said the will was 
genuine, and the other said it was probably 
a fake. 
Rhoden said a third analyst, "a criminalist 
with quite lengthy credentials,” was being 
flown in from Washington, D.C., to examine 
the document Thursday under orders to 
"look only for the truth, regardless of what 
anyone wants or doesn't want."

It was not known whether 
Carey would sign the bill, 
which was also sponsored by 
Sen. John Caemmerer. Caem- 
merer noted that he has re­

In the past few months Ny­ 
quist has begun proceedings to 
compel more complete racial 
integration of schools in New­ 
burgh, Mount Vernon, Utica, 
Syracuse, 
Lackawanna 
and 
three schools in New York 
City. A federal judge has or­ 
dered Buffalo schools inte­ 
grated. 
The measure was approved 
by overwhelming margins in 
both houses, with black and 
Puerto Rican legislators com­ 
prising most of the opposition.

The vote came after a three- 
hour debate and a procedural 
hassle regarding the right of 
ceftaiç lawmakers with finan­ 
cial interests in the banking 
industry to abstain from vot­ 
ing on the issue.

permitting 
the accounts violated existing 
law. 
Thrift institutions claimed 
t^a power to attract new de­ 
posits was vital to their sur­ 
vival. Commercial banks as­ 
serted they would be placed at 
a disadvantage because of fed­ 
eral regulations which limit 
the interest they can pay on 
savings accounts. 
The measure was less com­ 
prehensive than an adminis­

“ Little guidance has been 
given to to those in the field 
who must decide whether an 
elderly person should properly 
be placed in a skilled nursing 
facility, offering the most in­ 
tense service, or in a lower 
level of care," the panel said. 
The Moreland Act Com­ 
mission, chaired by Morris 
Abram, 
charged 
that 
"ir­ 
responsibility is the dominant 
theme characterizing the ef­ 
forts” of the state agencies 
overseeing nursing homes. 
“ The picture that emerges is 
most disturbing,” the five- 
member panel said in its final 


series of reports. “ It is one of 
nearly complete government 
failure.” 
"Government has failed to 
set the rules," the panel said. 
“ Assessment and placement 
functions are carried on 
haphazardly.” 
“ Careful and thoughtful 
decision-making, we have 
found, is the exception and not 
the rule,” the panel said. It 
warned that “ efforts at cost 
containment are jeopardized" 
by the lack of regulation. 


The commission called for 
the establishment of univer­ 
sally accepted definitions of 
the various levels of care and 
for standard processes for de­ 
term ining w hich patient 
should receive a specific form 
of care. 
The panel, created by Carey 
on Jan. 10, 1975, also recom­ 


mended the adoption of 
tighter regulations governing 
the admission procedures of 
the homes to insure that those 
most in need of intensive care 
receive it. 


The lack of regulation, the 
commission said, has allowed 
a system to develop where 
“ biases exist against the very 
sick, against those without rel­ 
atives to fight for their welfare, 
and also against those sup­ 
ported by Medicaid.” 
. “ Facility owners have every 
incentive to fill beds with 
easy-tu-caretfor patients and 
with those who can afford the 
higher privafe-pay rates,” the 
panel said. ^ 
The commission noted that 
“ some not-for-profit hoiqes de­ 
mand a contribution over rou­ 
tine care costs as a price for 
admission.” The panel recom- 


mended that such contribu­ 
tions be barred by law. 
“ Those most in need of care 
often are not placed in those 
homes providing the right kind 
or level of service," the com­ 
mission said, noting that in 
some 
communities' 
surveys 
have found “ 75 per cent mis­ 
placement 
rates 
in 
skilled 
nursing facilities." 


The panel called federal at- 
tem pts to reg u late the 
clasification of patients “ large­ 
ly 
paperwork 
without sub­ 
stance.” 
As an example of the alleged 
adm inistrative chaos, the 
commission said that 86 per 
cent of the persons placed in 
nursing homes in two boroughs 
by the New York City Depart­ 
ment of Social Services in 1973 
ended up in homes which were 
later closed for violations.

“ We could prov ide punishments for 
failure of an underling to make a written 
report to a v ice president or abov e,” say s 
Stone. This would be a grand step for­ 
ward in identify ing ex actly who is respon­ 
sible for an act of corporate crime. We

Wey erhaeuser in the pokey if the com ­ 
pany misbehav es. 
Once the legal mechanism for establish­ 
ing personal credibility has been put in 
place, we can turn our mind to inv enting 
punishments that really will hav e a deter­ 
rent effect. The present practice of fining 
corporate ex ecutiv es is ludicrous. The 
companies slip the money back into the 
culprits’ pockets and charge it off on their 
tax es. A more efficacious punishment for 
a ty coon like Armand Hammer, if he runs 
afoul of the law, is mandatory ban­ 
ishment from any contact, direct or in­ 
direct, with his company or any of the 
industries the company operates in. Now 
that would hurt. 
Stone has a raft of ideas that may work 
and that aren’t too controv ersial because 
they are reformist rather than radical. 


Mobil can sponsor any number of cul­ 
turally noteworthy ev ents on the public 
TV, and the rev ulsion remains. Carter 
and Reagan can plead with us to be 
grateful to the corporations for giv ing us 
jobs we don’t deserv e, and the conv iction 
that their power must be limited grows. 
For y ears Ralph Nader has been propo­ 
sing Federal chartering of corporations in 
interstate commerce. The idea is not a 
socialist 
intrusion. 
Corporations ex ist 
only by v irtue of gov ernment action. As 
the recipients of special priv ileges and 
immunities they are gov ernment-manu­ 
factured creations. 
“ ... a federal chartering act — with all 
the appointments, paper shuffling and 
razzamatazz that would follow in its wake 
— would risk lulling the public into a 
false sense of confidence that the prob­ 
lems were in hand,” writes Christopher 
Stone, professor of law at the Univ ersity 
of Southern California. He proposes a 
completely different approach in an arti­ 
cle entitled ‘Stalking the Wild Corpo­ 
ration,’ in "Working Papers for A New 
Society ” (Spring, 19 7 6 ), a left-wing quar­ 
terly of considerable quality . 
Professor Stone remarks that the gov ­ 
ernment interv enes and regulates the 
internal affairs of a corporation on behalf 
of one class of citizens - stockholders. To 
protect them it requires that corporations 
hire 
credentialed 
specialists, 
namely 
certified public accountants and lawy ers. 
No such positiv e steps are takem to 
prev ent injury to that same company ’s 
customers. Stone recalls that the director 
of tox icology of the drug company which 
distributed a drug that caused cataracts 
had no Ph.D. and asks, "Why should 
these perfectly sensible ‘intrusions’ into 
corporate autonomy be reserv ed for the 
p rotection of the corp oration ’s in ­ 
v estors?” 
The gov ernment’s env ironmental and 
occupational safety regulations are as 
nothing compared to those laid down and 
truly enjoy ed by the Securities and Ex ­ 
change 
Commission. 
Businessmen 
do 
grumble about the SEC, of course, but 
the consensus is that without such con­ 
sumer protection for the buy ers of stocks 
and bonds Wall Street would ev aporate. 
The thing to note about the quality of 
SEC protection is that it’s prev entiv e. It’s 
designed to make sure the fraud or the

SOVIET SPIES: In secret testimony , 
the FBI has adv ised Congress that of the 
2,000 Communist diplomats in the U nit­ 
ed States, "40 per cent of them are activ e 
Sov iet intelligence officers.” 
These figures on Sov iet KGB agents 
were rev ealed behind closed doors by 
J ames Adams, the top assistant to FBI 
chief Clarence Kelley . He testified before 
a House Post Office subcommittee, which 


released the transcript of the hearing. 
But in the interest of the Sov iet-Ameri- 
can detente, the committee carefully de­ 
leted all reference* to the Sov iets. The 
sanitized transcript rev eal* only that the 
8 00 spies were "activ e Intelligence of­ 
ficers.” 
We hav e had access to the secret testi­ 
mony , howev er, before it was censored. 
The FBI official tersely identified the 8 00 
spies as officers of Sov iet intelligence. Our 
own sources hav e confirmed the Sov iet 
agents posed as ev ery thing from Russian 
newsmen to scientific attaches, 
Adams was called before the com mittee 
to ex plain the FBI’s role in opening first- 
class mail. He cited the 8 00 agents as 
ev idence of the enormity of the Sov iet spy 
problem. 
Ap one ex ample, Adams referred to a 
19 6 4 case which hasn’t prev iously been 
disclosed. A Pentagon specialist, in need 
of fast cash, decided to sell classified 
information to the Sov iets. 


The information he was ready to peddle 
was “ highly classified,” said Adams. It 
rev ealed how the United States could 
“ interfere with a missile sy stem ” then 
under dev elopment by the Sov iets. 
Or, as Adams put it, the traitor planned 
to “ let the Sov iets know how we could 
could compromise their missile sy stem." 
But an FBI mail check turned up letter 
the man had written to the Sov iet U.N. 
mission. 


The intercepted letter said the traitor 
would meet the Sov iet contact man 
through use of a coded newspaper ad. But 
at the rendezv ous, FBI agents turned up 
and arrested the American plotter. 
The Pentagon sent a special plane to 
bring him back to Washington for inter­ 
rogation. But the illegal mail opening 
made it impossible to prosecute the case. 
Howev er, the traitor was conv inced by 
the FBI and Pentagon to "v oluntarily " 
enter a mental hospital. There he stay ed, 
our sources say , until his secrets were 
sufficiently “ stale” to allow him his free­ 
dom. 
Adams testified that no one on high 
objected to the FBI's illegal methods, 
that no one "said may be we ought to stop 
doing this.” Now Adams and his col­ 
leagues are under fire for the v ery acts 
that once brought them praise from their 
superiors.

This space is not a book rev iew column. 
Now and then I find a story worth telling 
in a book. It is good policy to giv e credit 
to the author and his work. 


It is conscience — nothing more, noth­ 
ing less — which impels me to recom­ 
mend on this day a book which has been 
on the market six months. It is entitled 
“ The War Against the J ews, 19 33-19 45.” 
The author is Lucy S. Dawidowitz. The 
publisher is Holt, Rinehart and Winston. 


It is possible, ev en probable, that y ou 
hav e not heard of it. In my opinion it is 
one of the most important books of the 
decade. Surely it does not come easy to 
concede that “ The War Against the 
J ews" is more compelling history than 
any books I hav e written in the past 10 
y ears. 
By nature I am opposed to books writ­ 
ten about the persecution of the J ews by 
J ews. Many are wrapped in a mist of 
emotionalism. They appeal to the heart 
more than the head. 
Ms. Dawidowitz is a J ew. She teaches 
modern J ewish history at Yeshiv a Univ er­ 
sity . She holdB the Lewis Chair in Holo­ 
caust Studies. 


Obv iously the lady would be preju­ 
diced, fev erish, desperate to paint a black 
portrait of the Nazis and an innocent 
white one of the J ews of Europe. 


Untrue. 
Dawidowitz is a historian, 
which is to say that her research is deep 
and impeccable, that she weighs facts 
carefully and ex ercises a masterful com ­ 
mand of the English language. I read it 
in bed. The author made me see the 
Warsaw ghetto. Against my will, I liv ed 
in it. 


The book, page by page, became a v iv id 
mov ie. Among the 400,000 J ews of War­ 
saw I understood the solemn elders who 
knew that "relocation" by the S.S. troops 
meant gas chambers and mass grav es 
I also learned of the y oung J ews who 
staged dances and organized night clubs 
and solicited acts on the edge of death. 
Was it morally wrong for a J ew to serv e 
on a ghetto police force, rounding up 
other J ews on orders from the Nazis? To 
put it another way , iB it cowardly to do 
something reprehensible in order to keep 
y our wife and babies aliv e for one more 
week? 
And what of the Germans? Why was it 


so easy to stomp on the conscience and 
herd the little ones and the old ones into 
camps, there to starv e .them, humiliate 
them, ex periment with them, kill them to 
the number of six million and force the 
liv ing to bury the dead? 
How about those 8 0 million Germans 
who tell their children that they knew 
nothing of the “ ex cesses” of Hitler and 
Himmler? Were all of them deaf to the 
pitiful wails coming from the cattle cars 
at the railroad stations? Is it possible that 
no Germans missed their J ewish neigh­ 
bors who disappeared in the night? 
The tears of the dead are still falling. 
Their crime was helplessness. They could 
not confront the iron efficiency of the 
Nazi machine. The killing of millions 
requires logistical support and money . 
Heinrich Himmler had but one worry : his 
men could not bury the J ews as fast as 
he could kill them. 
I looked for huge rev iews of this book. 
They 
were 
nowhere. 
I 
studied 
the 
bestseller charts. "The War Against the 
J ews” didn’t make it. America seemed to 
be occupied with reading about ex plosiv e 
orgasms. 


The book was offered to my friends. 
Three J ews declined. They had read 
"enough about the holocaust.” A fourth 
friend, Rabbi Len Bezell, was helpless in 
a hospital as a result of a small stroke. 


I placed the book on his night table. He 
had no place to go, nothing to do. The 
Rabbi read the book. He is not emotional. 
Bezell is a philosopher. 


“ J im ,” he said, “ y ou must write a 
column about this one. It is the most 
objectiv e history - probably the first one 
to tell the entire story of what happened." 


He thinks J ews should read it. I think 
Christians should read it. The J ews know 
the story . 
Christians throughout the 
world do not. Genocide is the ultimate 
ev il. Yesterday it was the J ews. Who will 
be slaughtered on some far off tomorrow? 
I urge my readers to buy this book. If 
y ou cannot afford it, get it from a lending 
library . The darkest page of history mbst 
be illuminated. 
As for me, I wish I owned the German 
high school and college rights to this 
book. For y oung Germans, it should be 
required reading...

N EW YO RK (U PI) - Don’t 
writ« off the American Revolu­ 
tion aa hiatory. Bruce Catton, 
the hiatorian, aaya it atill ia 
going on — all over the world. 
"Since World War II, many 
underprivileged people of the 
world have at laat thrown off 
political bonda that reatrained 
them for untold age«,’’ Catton 
wrote 
for 
the forthcoming 
Bicentennial iaaue of Ameri­ 
can Heritage magazine. 
"The American notion that 
political freedom ought to 
mean a more abundant life for 
the average man haa caught on 
with earth-ahaking power. 
What ia happening in the 
world today may be fright­ 
ening, but it ia extremely 
aimple. Of all the people on 
earth we ahould moat eaaily 
understand it.” 
The 76-year-old Pulitzer 
prize winner noted that the 
American Revolution general­ 
ly ia mieunderatood a« a bid for 
political independence only. 
"They wanted no more of 
King George, to be aure, but 
they alao waited the kind of 
freedom that came into the 
front yard and parlor and the 
kitchen of the ordinary human 
being," Catton said. "Men 
and women did not propoae to 
be boeaed around any longer, 
and at the same time they did 
not propoae to go hungry or 
live in want or feel the re­ 
straint« of a tighly ordered 
society whoae claaaea and cus­ 
tom« were fixed beyond 
change."

CAPITA N , N.M. (U PI) - 
Smokey the Bear ia known to 
the public aa a deep-voiced, 
shovel-toting bruin in blue ov­ 
eralls and a ranger's hat who 
stands 
erect 
and 
growls: 
"Remember, only you can pre­ 
vent forest firea." 
The real Smokey ia old, 
nearly 80 in terms of a human 
lifeapan, and crippled, and 
spends most of his time dozing 
in hia cage at the National Zoo 
in Washington, D.C. 
But Ray Bell remembers a 
third picture of Smokey — 
that of a frightened, hungry, 4- 
month-old cub found clinging 
to a charred tree in the ruins 
of a forest fire near Capitan. 
"He was in bad shape," said 
Bell. "He waa pretty badly 
burned. He waa very hungry 
and terribly sick." 
Fire fighters cleaning up the 
remains of the fire in the Lin­ 
coln National Foreat in the 
spring of 1960 tried to care for 
the cub, but Bell, then a pilot 
with the New Mexico Game 
Department, had to fly him to 
Santa Fe to be treated by a 
veterinarian. 
The bear's burns were 
dressed, and Smokey moved 
into Bell’s house in Santa Fe. 
"We figured he was going to 
die, he was so sick,” said Bell, 
who later became head of the 
New Mexico Forestry Depart­ 
ment. "For four or five days he 
wouldn’t eat anything, but my 
wife finally fed him pablum, 
honey and milk mixed up." 
Smokey recovered, and threg 
months later he went to Wash­ 
ington to become the living 
symbol of a fire prevention 
campaign the Forest Service 
had started several years pre­ 
viously. 
He 
became 
one 
of the 
country’s best-known symbols, 
earned more than $1 million in 
fire prevention funds in royal­ 
ties on products bearing his 
name and was given his own 
zip code because he received so 
much mail. He is credited by 
the Forest Service with saving 
more 
than 
$16 billion 
in 
timber. 
When he dies Smokey will 
be buried at the Smokey Bear 
Historical State Park in down- 
town 
C a p i t a n , 
which 
wasdedicated 
recently. The 
main attraction at the park 
will be Smokey’s grave, but it 
will also include nature trails, 
the Smokey Bear Museum and 
a lookout tower. 


Electricity Co sts 


N EW YO RK (U PI) - Fuel 
— coal, oil and nuclear energy 
— and taxes account for 
almost half of the average 
household electricity bill. 
William G. Kuhns, chair­ 
man of General Public Utili­ 
ties 
Corporation, 
explained 
that the average cost of a 
kilowatt hour of electricity in 
the GPU system today is 3.5 
cents. Fuel and taxes account 
for 1.63 cents of the total.

The historian said in spite of 
the evils of unenlightened cap­ 
italism and the brutality of the 
early factory system “ the fact 
remains that what waa done 
here meant, on the average 
and over the long pull, a more 
abundant life for all the peo­ 
ple." 
"What really has the world 
by the ears is the growing 
realization that man does not 
have to be a loser. If the world 


aeems to be a little intoxicated 
these days, that comes natu­ 
rally from the awareness that 
the human race at last can do 
juat about anything it really 
wants to do ... land a man on 
the moon, abolish hunger and 
raggedness, or whatever. From 
the infinite store of humanity’s 
wants, name it and you can 
have it. 
"This is by all odds the most 
unsettling idea the race ever 
got It has taken hold every­ 
where and there can be no 
getting rid of it ... The great 
revolution continues ... and 
the fife and drum corps is 
piping a new march to the 
fields beyond Yorktown."

“ It is my sideline,” she said 
"I believed I had to do 
something really thoroughly, 
otherwise 1 would just be a 
passenger everywhere." 
As queen she has influence 
but no power. She maintains 
morr regal distance between 
herself and her people than 
some bicycle-riding Scandina 
vian monarchs of the past, but 
the Danish people hold her in 
high regard. 
They elected her in the first 
place. A popular referendum 
in 1953 changed the constitu­ 
tion so a queen could inherit. 
A recent poli showed 88 per 
cent in favor of the monarchy 
and the way Queen Margaret 
fills it.

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PORT AU PRIN CE, Haiti 
(UPI) — When a reluctant 19- 
year old playboy waa willed 
abaolute power over Haiti's 
five million citizens by his 
father, international observers 
scrambled to make book on 
how long he would last. 
Five years later, Jean- 
Claude Duvalier has not only 
convinced the same observers 
that his "preaident-for-life" ti­ 
tle may be accurate, but has 
also ended the stagnation that 
kept Haiti groveling below 
subsistence level for the 14 
years of his father’s iron-fisted 
rule. 
On the surface, the change is 
scarcely noticeable. Port au 
Prince is still a grimy city of 
open sewers, bands of beggars, 
rifle-toting street-corner 
m ilitia, limping vehicles 
whose engines are turned off to 
save gas on the down slopes, 
and the occasional ven­ 
turesome rat-frightening 
casino gamblers. 
The 
nation 
is 
still 
the 
poorest in the Western Hemi­ 
sphere, with per capita income 
estimated between $100 and 
$130 a year By contrast, the 
Dominican Republic, which 
shares the mountainous island 
of Hispaniola, has a per capita 
income double Haiti’s and the 
average 
annual 
income in 
nearby Puerto Rico is ap­ 
proaching $2,000. (In Missis­ 
sippi it’s $3,800 ). 
But on April 22, 1971, when 
college freshman Jean-Claude 
Duvalier was sworn in and 
immediately picked up the de­ 
risive nickname, "Baby Doc,” 
the per capita income was be­ 
tween $60 and $76 a year, the 
same level it had been 14 years 
earlier when Francois “ Papa 
Doc” Duvalier had graduated 
from country doctor to all- 
powerful ruler. 
The most dramatic change 
introduced by the young presi­ 
dent, a physical giant who will 
tum 25 in July, has been to 
open relations with the rest of 
the world. 
In the past three years, Haiti 
has received 175 million 
dollars in loans and grants 
from individual nations and 
international institutions. 
This compares with just about 
zero from the time President 
John F. Kennedy got fed up 
with Papa Doc’s waste and 
graft and cut off U.S. aid until 
the death of the elder Duvalier 
April 21, 1971. 
The assistance is both for 
infrastructure development 
and to help with immediate 
needs such as health care. The 
U.S. government estimated in 
1974 that the average life ex­ 
pectancy here was 48 years 
and the literacy rate 10 per 
cent. 
One of the most ambitious 
projects is construction of a $3 
million hydroelectric dam on 
the 
Artibonite River. 
The 
dam, financed by West Ger­ 
many, is intended to end the 
blackouts which are imposed 
systematically and to irrigate 
almost 15,000 acres of the 
fertile Artibonite Plain. 
In this mountainous country 
the size of Maryland, only 
about about one-third of the 
10,700 square miles is con­ 
sidered suitable for cul­ 
tivation. And much of that 
arable land has been destroyed 
by overuse. 
Another internationally-fi­ 
nanced project — one with a 
shady history — is a road from 
the capital to the southern 
peninsula started during the 
reign of Papa Doc. Foreign 
countries have repeatedly 
poured money into the road, 
but somehow little of it has 
been built. Those parts which 
were completed immediately 
fell into ruin. 
Now the project has fresh 
money from the United States, 
Canada and international 
agencies, and a Canadian firm 
has been contracted to build 
it. 
Th is time it look s lik e th e 
sou th ern h igh way will actu ally 
b e b u ilt, a symb ol n ot on ly of 
th e ch an ged attitu d e of th e 
Haitian govern men t, b u t also 
of an increased sop h istication 
among the financing b od ies. 
The U.S. Agency for In­ 
ternational Development 
(AID) has approved a $3.7 
million long-term loan for road 
maintenance, recognizing that 
internationally-financed de­ 
velopment projects here will 
be useless if the local govern­ 
ment doesn’t have the where­ 
withal to maintain them when 
they are completed. 
Another nation which has 
come to the assistance of Haiti 
lately is the former mother­ 
land, France, against which 
the rebel slaves won their war 
of independence in 1804 and 
which has had very little to do 
with the former prize sugar 
colony since. 
The other major area in 
which the Haitian economy 
has shown improvement is in 
attracting U.S. assembly 
plants. More than 160 U.S. 
companies now have plants in 
this nation, whose minimum 
wage was raised in 1974 from 
$1 a day to $1.30 a day. Anoth­ 
er 80 Haitian-controlled com­ 
panies assemble imported 
U.S. components for re export 
to the U.S. market. 


The best-known assembly 
operation produces baseballs, 
but there also are plants turn­ 
ing out needlework and elec­ 
tronic and mechanical prod­ 
ucts. 
Haiti offers a cheap and un­ 
organized labor force of 26,000 
persons, mostly women, who 
have a reputation for working 
hard. 
With Puerto Rico’s wage ap­ 
proaching U.S. levels and la­ 
bor troubles increasing 
elsewhere in the region, the 
future of Haiti as the center of 
the U.S. assembly industry in 
the Caribbean appears very 
bright. 
Tourism has proved almost 


fail-safe. 
Even 
during the 
worst days of Papa Doc’s ter­ 
rorism, a trickle of visitors was 
•ured by the exotic culture and 
the friendly smiles which have 
sustained the nation through 
172 years of hard times 
When Papa Doc was gone 
trickle became a flood. 
In recent years the tourism 
industry has suffered a mild 
case of the ups and downs, just 
as in other Caribbean tourist 
spots affected by the eccen­ 
tricities of the U.S economy. 
George Gehmany, a U.N. 
advisor to the Haiti National 
Tourism Office, said that dur­ 
ing the recent U.S. recession 
the local hotels averaged 30 


per cent occupancy. But un­ 
like the high overhead hotels 
elsewhere in the Caribbean, 
the Haitian facilities — many 
of which occupy converted co­ 
lonial mansions which offer 
minimal modem facilities — 
can operate indefinitely at 
that level. 
The occupancy rate in the 
hundreds of Port au Prince 
hotels — not a single one at­ 
tached to an international 
chain — rose to 100 per cent 
during the last Christmas and 
Easter holiday periods, 
Gehmany said. 
Visitors complain about the 
onslaught 
of 
beggars 
and 
hustlers to which they are sub­ 


jected from the moment they 
set foot on shore. But they 
marvel at the prices, the ser 
vice, the lack of crime, the art 
and mahogany galleries, and 
return, 
George Jean-Louis, a Que­ 
bec taxi driver who has vaca­ 
tioned here several times but 
tried Cuba instead last year, 
explained why he came back. 
“ Haiti has life and activity, 
color, fun, dancing, art, girls, 
good food,” Jean-Louis said. 
"Cuba is like spending a vaca- 
tion 
in 
a 
cem entery 
mausoleum.” 
The latest statistics avail­ 
able (1973) show that tourism 
bgought in $1.2 million in for­ 


eign fnchange, exceeded only 
by coffee exports. 
•On the political side, Haiti 
continues stable to the point of 
petrification. Opposition by 
word or deed is banned. 
Elections were held in 1973 
for the legislative assembly. 
But the assembly has no power 
whatsoever. The government 
permitted 300 candidates to 
run for the 58 seats, but the 
official Duvalierist Party slate 
and the so-called independ­ 
ents all had to be approved as 
safely pro- -government before 
they could seek election. 
The real evidence of the 
young president's grasp has 
come through a series of cabi- 


nel shuffles. In each one, a

Senate Copied in Minute Detail for Film 


HOLLYW OOD (UPI) - One 
is stirred to humming "The 
Battle Hymn of the Republic" 
or perhaps "Yankee Doodle” 
on Stage 3 at Studio Center 
where an impressive replica of 
the United States Senate has 
been built. 
The interior of the hallowed 
chamber, irreverently called 
the Cave of the Winds, was 
constructed for the movie "B il­ 
ly Jack Goes to Washington.” 
Consummate care was taken 
to copy the Senate in minute 
detail 
for 
scenes 
in 
Tom 
Laughlin’s new drama. But it 
wasn’t easy. 
First, it’s against the law to 
photograph the chamber. Still 
p i c t u r e s 
fr o m 
J i m m y 
Stewart’s 1939 "M r. 9 mith 
Goes to Washington” — on 
which Laughlin’s film is based 
— are out of date. 
The Senate was completely 
renovated in 19 49 -60. In­ 
asmuch as Laughlin’s movie is 
contemporary, it was neces­ 
sary to copy the refurbished 
Senate chamber from scratch. 
Laughlin’s organization put 
in a call to Darrell St. Claire, 
assistant secretary of the Sen­ 
ate. Few men, and certainly no 
senators, are as familiar with 
the upper house of congress. 
St. Claire has been involved 
with the Senate since John 
Nance Garner ran the show in 
1933. He has held a number of 
positions, including clerk of 
the Foreign Relations and the 


Rules and Adminstration com 
mittees. 
The moviemakers enjoyed a 
stroke of good fortune when St. 
Claire told them the Senate 
had 
been 
officially 
photo­ 
graphed recently for "We The 
People," a publication of the 
guides who lead tours through 
the Capitol building 
" I supplied inform ation 
about the feel of the Senate, 
use of the desks and other 
details 
about the chamber," said St. 
Claire, a dignified man who is 
strongly attached to the hia- 
toric house of CongTess. 
“The present chamber was 
first occupied in 1869. And it 
was renovated in two stages. 
The senators moved out in 
1940 while temporary ceiling 
support* were put in. But 
World War Two came along 
and delayed renovation. 
"They were moved out again 
in 1949 to complete the first 
stage and again in 1960 for the 
final stage. 
"A great deal o f marble was 
added to the chamber. It’s 
more decorative now. The wall 
fabric i* different from what it 


was a hundred years ago. It is 
gold imprinted with the cap of 
liberty. 
"The ceiling was redone. 
The 
candelabra was replaced. The 
old. fiat skylight* are gone. 
The rostrum was redesigned. 
The ceiling i* now solid and 
decorated with the Grand Seal 
of the Republic.” 
Only the busts of American 
vice presidents and the desks 
of the senators have remained 
unchanged. They are precisely 
the same desks as those used 
in 
1800 with additions, of 
course, for newcomers as the 
country grew. 
Highly priaad are the desks 
bearing inscriptions from sen­ 
ators of the past. 
Among the historic doodlers 
were such public property de­ 
facers as Daniel Webster, An­ 
drew Johnson and Jefferson

Problems, 'Human Error9 Pile Up on Hummels

KINGSTON - The house on West 


ChMtnut Street rambles over four floors 
and 18 rooms, is clean to a fault 
without losing its lived-in look and 
Powesws the charm of the late 1800s in 
which it was built, despite a modem 
outdoor swimming pool and a TV and 
games tables in the rec room. 


Here, Robert and Wendy Hummel 


operate the Hummel Home Care Cen- 
ter, certified after inspection for the 
care of mentally disabled persons. Until 
recently, the Hummels had no self- 
doubts that those in their care (at pres- 
ent, 12 people ranging in age from 23 to 
71) were enjoying a family-like at- 
mosphere, receiving proper care and af- 
fection, and being helped to get along 
in the community. 


But now, because of what they feel 


was a simple human mistake, a desire 
on occasion to handle emergencies alone 
without consulting 
higher authority 


and the temerity to fight bureaucracy, 
they worry that seven of their charges 
mil be taken from them and no future 
clients placed with them by one state 
agency. 


The Hummels have been notified by 


Dr. Jonathan Lathey of the Wassaic 
Development Center that "further in- 
fractions of the Family Care Guidelines 
will jeopardize future approval of your 
home for family care." 


Wassaic has approval power over plac- 


ing its own state institutionalized clients, 
considered retarded, in private homes in 
Ulster County and certifying owners as 
"family care mothers." 


Mrs. Hummel admits she doesn't care 


about guidelines and insists she's never 
been given any in writing. She cares 
only that her "children," she says, after 
living in institutions for 30 or 40 years, 
now know a real home where they can 
be tucked into bed for the first time in 
their lives. 


Their operational methods have never 


been questioned, she says, by the 
Hudson Valley and Harlem River Hos- 
pitals, which have also placed clients in 
their care, or by Gateway Industries, 
where some who live with them work. 
But problems came in a rush, they feel, 
when Wassaic assigned them a new so- 
cial worker some time ago. 


She tore down everything they had 


done to move their people ahead, they 
believe, "bucking against us" and even 


suggesting disciplinary measures. And 
she became particularly incensed over 
two problems created by Mrs. 
Hummel's leniency in allowing her 
charges to visit as often as possible 
with family and relatives. 


In early April, Mrs. Hummel allowed 


house guest Bessie Gray to go to West 
Virginia by bus for her mother's funeral 
without previously informing Wassaic's 
social workers. 


Mrs. Gray's daughter, reunited with 


her mother at the funeral after 20 
years, contacted the Hummels to say 
she wanted her mother to live with her 
in New Jersey for the rest of her life. "I 
thought that was great," says Mrs. 
Hummel, "but our social worker said 
she'd have to inspect the home in Jer- 
sey personally and criticized us for let- 
ting Bessie go without permission." 


Another April incident compounded 


the Hummels' problems with Wassaic. 
Mrs. Hummel erred in scheduling 53- 
year-old Vincent Cali's Easter weekend 
visit to his sister's home in New York 
City. In the confusion of sending vari- 
ous people off to different places, she 
put Cali on a bus to Manhattan on 
Good Friday instead of the following 


day, when his sister expected to meet 
hira^at the terminal. He has been miss- 
ing ever since. 


It was an error she has worked hard to 


undo by searching for Vincent personally 
and with police cooperation, she explains, 
She said she has never lost hope he'll be 
found and returned. Because of that 
belief, she's refused to rent his bed or 
allow his personal belongings to be 
moved. _ 


The Hummels also feel the incident* 


have been used as leverage in further to 
"slander" them. Wassaic has made in- 
ferences concerning how they distribute 
the money hi the accounts of their 
charges (for whom they are the payees), 
about refunds to client*, and about 
mistreatment, they say. 


"We're not stealing their money," 


says a distraught Wendy. "They 're en- 
titled to help in using their spending 
money and in buying clothes. And, if 
we're mistreating our people, then I 
wish all family care homes and instit- 
tions all over the United States would 
mistreat them like we do ours!" 


Worried that Wassaic will move to 


remove the seven clients belonging to 


the Development Center and convinced 
the clients would suffer a loss in having 
to adjust their lives, the Hummels say 
they will go to court, if they have to, 
over the accusations they feel have 
been made. 


Wassaic officials approach the matter 


from another direction. Elaine Armato, 
the social worker involved, reserved 
comment and said others "should be 
official spokesmen for the center." 


Dr. Lathey, who warned the Hum- 


mels against guideline infractions, says 
he simply put them on notice "to look 
at the guidelines" and advise them 
Wassaic "will be looKing and wanting 
them to look, too." He confirmed that 
Wassaic was not "backfilling" the beds 
left vacant by Mrs. Gray and Cali by 
replacing them with other clients. And 
he said if Cali is found, he would have 
to be returned to Wassaic for health 
reasons. 


Dr. Lathey denied the Gray and Cali 


cases were the reasons for "taking a 
hard look at the Hummel home." There 
were "other things'" involved, he said. 


Wassaic's Chief of Community Ser- 


vices Sue Neal was more explicit. 
While she has approval power over 
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homes, she said, that approval—once 
given—is not constant. "I reevaluate 
family care homes once every year," 
she says, "in terms of their continuing 
to meet our approval. Certain standards 
must be met and maintained and ques- 
tions asked and answered." 


Social workers can be replaced when 


friction develops, Mrs.Neal said, but 
homes are responsible for cooperating 
with the monitoring program of 
Wassaic. "We knov the Hummels have 
tried to make a nice home for people," 
she said, "but maybe their problems 
have occurred because they insist on 
doing everything alone and not coordi- 
nating with us and not letting us know 
where people go. They are not pro- 
fessionals in the care of the retarded 
and there are issues that must be 
proved or disproved and resolved to our 
satisfaction. 


One of those issues, apparently, in- 


volves a man Wassaic sent to the Hum- 
mel Home with what was described by 
another source as "a not inconsiderable 
bank account." The source said an ac- 
tion was contemplated on his behalf 
that would involve possible mismanage- 
ment of money belonging to a retarded 
person incapable of adding or subtract- 
ing. 


Mrs Hummel, who has threatened le- 


gal action of her own, said she is aware 
of that case. The man's sister had 
asked her to be payee, the " con- 
siderable amount" involved was 84,000, 
and she "wrote down everything on 
this," she insisted. 


The sum mentioned by the source as 


being in question is 83,800.

Six Inches of Snow 
Hits Pine Hill Area 


PINE HILL — A heavy, wet snow- 


storm dumped up to six inches of the 
unwelcome white stuff on the extreme 
northern tip of Ulster County Tuesday 
night, clogging secondary roads and dis- 
rupting power in the Pine Hill area. 


Officials in Pine Hill reported that an 


overnight low of 30 degrees and the 
storm had left as much as six inches of 
snow on back roads. Pine Hill itself 
received an estimated five inches of 
snow, while rural Obedcure Road, Birch 
Creek Road, and other secondary thor- 
oughfares received as much as six in- 
ches in places. 


Snow-laden tree branches fell across 


power lines in the area, breaking lines 
and disrupting service.

lights dimmed about 4:30 a.m. and res- 
idents were warned to unplug electrical 
appliances to avoid damaging them due 
to low voltages. Power was cut com- 
pletely at about 9 a.m. and had still 
not been restored by late morning. 


The Shandaken town highway depart- 


ment, which does the plowing for Pine 
Hill, reported that the storm was con- 
fined to that area, and that Big Indian 
and Shandaken were clear of snow. 


Highway Superintendent Archie Aley 


and his men were investigating condi- 
tions north of Pine Hill to determine if 
plowing would be necessary, but hsd 
not yet sent any equipment to the area. 
The overnight low at the Shandaken 
town garage was 34 degrees.

"You can't imagine how happy I am," 


President Ford said after stalling Ronald 
Reagan Tuesday in the Maryland and 
Michigan GOP primaries. 


And Democrat Edmund Brown Jr., 


joining an exclusive group of candidates 
who have beaten Jimmy Carter, said his 
Maryland win means he can "go forward" 
with his late-starting bid for the nomi- 
nation. 


Precisely where was the question, how- 


ever Carter predicted that by next week 
he would go over the 1,000 delegate mark 
and said he already had more than 900 
committed. The UPI poll, reflecting his 
more than 100 delegates collected Tues- 
day in Maryland and Michigan, showed 
Carter with slightly more than 700. 


Said the former Georgia governor de- 


spite his Maryland defeat: "There is a 
tremendous outpouring of support for me. 
We will win the nomination at Madison 
Square Garden—with your help—on the 
first ballot " 


Carter said "a substantial amount" of 


crossover votes from Wallace Democrats 
to the GOP hurt his totals in Michigan 
but conceded that "Morris Udall did run 
a very good campaign." 


Udall, unable once again to turn the 


tables on the former Georgia governor, 
said of his Michigan showing: "To come 
from that far behind is a win in every 
sense of the word. We are not a bunch of 
quitters. We're fighters and we're going 
all the way." 


A cautious Brown, whose smashing 


Maryland victory was a win in any sense 
of the word, admitted that three weeks 
ago "I didn't know anybody in Mary- 
land." 


He conceded the campaign "is an uphill 


battle" but promised "I'll go forward into 
Oregon tomorrow and ask there for help" 
in that state's primary next Tuesday. 


In the Reagan camp, the former Califor- 


nia governor sought to minimize the twin 
Ford victories by claiming the President 
"had to have a substantial victory in 
Michigan, even a close race would have 
been a victory for us. 


"We did a little better than we thought 


we'd do," said Reagan, who did not 
undertake a major effort in Maryland. 


Reagan's 
campaign manager, John 


Sears, said, "We are not only pleased by 
this strong showing in Michigan, but it 
allows us to look to next week's six 
primaries still in the lead among com- 
mitted delegates to next August's conven- 
tion." 


Yet the results in Maryland and Michi- 


gan pumped new life into the Ford cam- 
paign and the President called the returns 
"very encouraging. 


"It was a wonderful victory ... We're 


very, very grateful," he said while emer- 
ging from a limousine at the White 
House. 


Then, speaking to campaign workers in 


his home state, Ford said, "You can't 
imagine how happy I am. Tonight is one 
of the nicest nights Betty and I have ever 
had."

shifted further up East Strand, but the 
ground was tested Saturday and found 
to be too rocky to till. 


So the families of downtown may be 


granted the right to use some State

along the newly built concrete highway 
running up the hill behind the King- 
ston Firehouse and Meadow Street—if 
the state agrees to let the county use

said Lyndal Shaneyfelt, who examined the 
document for the Summa Corp., the holding 
company that controls most of Hughes' S2.5 
billion fortune. 


Top Summa executives are trying to dis- 


credit the document, which names former 
Hughes' aide Noah Dietrich as executor, 
putting him m control of Summa. 


(The Los Angeles Times reported today "a 


clue to the actual author has been found " 
The newspaper quoted "a source close to the 
investigation of the document's mysterious 
origin," saying there was no indication what 
the clue was.) 


The "will," discovered on a desk in 


Mormon church headquarters, is regarded as 
the likeliest to be authentic of the 17 which 
have appeared — most of them clearly 
fraudulent or the work of pranksters. 


"The will is a forgery and was not prepared 


by Howard Hughes," Shaneyfelt said Tues- 
day after examining the hand-written, three- 
page document for two days, comparing it to 


court-certified examples of Hughes' writing 


The documents shows signs of careful 


preparation, he said. 


"There was a considerable attempt to copy

missioner Ewald Nyquist 


"It happened to be an order 


regarding busing" to integrate 
Andrew Jackson High School 
in Queens, Nicolosi added, 


"that highlighted what wide 
and sweeping powers he has." 


It was not known whether 


Carey would sign the bill, 
which was also sponsored by 
Sen. John Caemmerer Caem- 
merer noted that he has re- 
peatedly introduced similar 
bills in recent years without 
success

Probers Want Nursing Home Guides 


ALBANY (UPI) -The spe- 


cial state commission studying 
nursing home abuses charged 
today that the state had ir- 
responsibly failed to provide 
guideline^ governing the level 
of nursing home care various 
patientl'lsnould receive. 


"Little guidance has been 


given to to those in the field 
who must decide whether an 
elderly person should properly 
be placed in a skilled nurs-ng 
facility, offering the most in- 
tense service, or in a lower 
level of care," the panel said. 


The Moreland Act Com- 


mission, chaired by Morris 
Abram, 
charged that 
"ir- 


responsibility is the dominant 
theme characterizing the ef- 
forts" of the state agencies 
overseeing nursing homes. 


"The picture that emerges is 


most disturbing," the five- 
member panel said in its final 


series of reports. "It is one of 
nearly complete government 
failure." 


"Government has failed to 


set the rules," the panel said. 
"Assessment and placement 
functions are carried on 
haphazardly " 


"Careful and thoughtful 


decision-making, we have 
found, is the exception and not 
the rule," the panel said. It 
warned that "efforts at cost 
containment are jeopardized" 
by the lack of regulation. 


The commission called for 


the establishment of univer- 
sally accepted definitions of 
the various levels of care and 
for standard processes for de- 
termining which patient 
should receive a specific form 
of care. 


The panel, created by Carey 


on Jan 10, 1975, also recom- 


mended the adoption of 
tighter regulations governing 
the admission procedures of 
the homes to insure that those 
most in need of intensive care 
receive it 


The lack of regulation, the 


commission said, has allowed 
a system to develop where 
"biases exist against the very 
sick, against those without rel- 
atives to fight for their welfare, 
and also against those sup- 
ported by Medicaid." 
. "Facility owners have every 
incentive to fill beds with 
easy-tu-carerfor patients and 
with those who can afford the 
higher pnvaie^pay rates," the 
panel said. ^ 


The commission noted that 


"some not-for-profit homes de- 
mand a contribution over rou- 
tine care costs as a price for 
admission." The panel recom- 


mended that such contribu- 
tions be barred by law. 


"Those most in need of care 


often are not placed in those 
homes providing the right kind 
or level of service," the com- 
mission said, noting that in 
some communities' 
surveys 


have found "75 per cent mis- 
placement rates in skilled 
nursing facilities." 


The panel called federal at- 


tempts to regulate the 
claaification of patients "large- 
ly paperwork without sub- 
stance." 


As an example of the alleged 


administrative chaos, the 
commission said that 86 per 
cent of the persons placed in 
nursing homes in two boroughs 
by the New York City Depart- 
ment of Social Services in 1973 
ended up in homes which were 
later closed for violations.

One amendment offered by 


Sen. John Dunne, R-Garden 
City, would have delayed the 
effective date of the bill for one 
year "to provide time for a 
thoughtful and orderly im- 
plementation and ... for the 
commercial banks to attempt 
to change federal regulations" 
which permit savings banks to 
pay higher interest rates than 
commercials. 


Dunne said the

Sen. Franz Leichter, D- 


Manhattan, said he "favored 
the concept" but expressed 
concern that "more mortgages 
are funded by New York sav- 
ings banks outside of the state 
than within the state to build 
places like the suburbs of 
Pheonix, Ariz."

Mobil can sponsor any number of cul-

For years Ralph Nader has been propo- 


sing Federal chartering of corporations in 
interstate commerce. The idea is not a 
socialist intrusion. Corporations exist 
only by virtue of government action. As 
the recipients of special privileges and 
immunities they are government-manu- 
factured creations. 


"... a federal chartering act — with all 


the appointments, paper shuffling and 
razzamatazz that would follow in its wake 
— would risk lulling the public into a 
false sense of confidence that the prob- 
lems were in hand," writes Christopher 
Stone, professor of law at the University 
of Southern California. He proposes a 
completely different approach in an arti- 
cle entitled 'Stalking the Wild Corpo- 
ration,' in "Working Papers for A New 
Society" (Spring, 1976), a left-wing quar- 
terly of considerable quality. 


Professor Stone remarks that the gov- 


ernment intervenes and regulates the 
internal affairs of a corporation on behalf 
of one class of citizens - stockholders. To 
protect them it requires that corporations 
hire 
credentialed 
specialists, 
namely 


certified public accountants and lawyers. 
No such positive steps are takem to 
prevent injury to that same company's 
customers. Stone recalls that the director 
of toxicology of the drug company which 
distributed a drug that caused cataracts 
had no Ph.D. and asks, "Why should 
these perfectly sensible 'intrusions' into 
corporate autonomy be reserved for the 
protection of the corporation's in- 
vestors?" 


The government's environmental and 


occupational safety regulations are as 
nothing compared to those laid down and 
truly enjoyed by the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission. Businessmen do 
grumble about the SEC, of course, but 
the consensus is that without such con- 
sumer protection for the buyers of stocks 
and bonds Wall Street would evaporate.

SEC protection is that it's preventive. It's

Thia space is not a book review column. 


Now and then I find a story worth telling 
in a book. It is good policy to give credit 
to the author and his work. 


It is conscience — nothing more, noth- 


ing less — which impels me to recom- 
mend on this day a book which has been 
on the market six months. It is entitled 
"The War Against the Jews, 1933-1945." 
The author is Lucy S. Dawidowitz. The 
publisher is Holt, Rinehart and Winston. 


It is possible, even probable, that you 


have not heard of it. In my opinion it is 
one of the most important books of the 
decade. Surely it does not come easy to 
concede that "The War Against the 
Jews" is more compelling history than 
any books I have written in the past 10 
years. 


By nature I am opposed to books writ- 


ten about the persecution of the Jews by 
Jews. Many are wrapped in a mist of 
emotionalism. They appeal to the heart 
more than the head. 


Ms. Dawidowitz is a Jew. She teaches 


modern Jewish history at Yeshiva Univer- 
sity. She holds the Lewis Chair in Holo- 
caust Studies. 


misrepresentation doesn't take place, and 
as such it contrasts with environmental 
regulation which in actuality doesn't 
catch up with the criminal corporation 
until after the lake is ruined, until after 
the cancers of the liver have been 
diagnosed. 


Stone contends "the law must locate 


the critical points of organizational 
breakdown and... reach into the 
company's inner world to demand the 
necessary changes directly." There are a 
number of ways that he sees this can be 
done. 


The law can require that people in key 


research positions at least appear to have 
the scientific qualifications to do their 
work, although the Lord knows there are 
enough people with genuine Ph.D.s and 
bogus competence. He would also admin- 
ister a laxative to corporations suffering 
from "what some organizational theorists 
call 'information constipation' "; that is, 
an inability to make sure the bad news 
gets upstairs to the executive suite. An 
engineer who knows the new model Pol- 
lutor 500 is unsafe isn't going to hide this 
unpleasant news from the bosses if there 
is a criminal penalty attached to siting on 
it. 


"We could provide punishments for 


failure of an underling to make a written 
report to a vice president or above," says 
Stone. This would be a grand step for- 
ward in identifying exactly who is respon- 
sible for an act of corporate crime. We 
can't 
put 
all 
of Exxon or 
all of 


Weyerhaeuser in the pokey if the com- 
pany misbehaves. 


Once the legal mechanism for establish- 


ing personal credibility has been put in 
place, we can turn our mind to inventing 
punishments that really will have a deter- 
rent effect. The present practice of fining 
corporate executives is ludicrous. The 
companies slip the money back into the 
culprits' pockets and charge it off on their 
taxes. A more efficacious punishment for 
a tycoon like Armand Hammer, if he runs 
afoul of the law, is mandatory ban- 
ishment from any contact, direct or in- 
direct, with his company or any of the 
industries the company operates in. Now 
that would hurt. 


Stone has a raft of ideas that may work 


and that aren't too controversial because 
they are reformist rather than radical.

Study Costs $4.2 Million 


WASHINGTON — The Environmental Protection Agency EPA) 


spent an incredible. $4,2 million to find out .that untuned engines 
spread more pollution than do engines,after they are t.uned up. 


The money was used to test various automobiles to determine 


whether their exhaust fumes violated clean air standards. We have 
carefully studied the findings, which have been withheld from the 
public. .They can be boiled down to one basic conclusion: That the 
worst pollution is spread by cars in "less-than-adequate state of 
maintenance." 
• 
. . . . 


This led the researchers also to conclude, all for the same $4.2 million 


price, that there is a "need for finding ways of assuring that in-use 
care are'properly maintained." 
''. 


The language of the studies is often ponderous, as befits a $4.2 million 


project. But the conclusion, even.after jt has been'dressed up in 
scholarly verbiage, was hardly worth $4.2. million. EPA.could have 
obtained the same finding from any competent garage mechanic for, 
say, $4.20. 


The EPA official"in charge of car pollu- 


tion control, Brie Stork, cheerfully con- 
tends that the $4.2 million data can' now 
be used to convince state and city officials 
that they should compel owners to keep 
their cars tuned up. 


Thus, EPA would pass the buck to the 


cities and states, blaming the whole auto 
pollution problem on poorly tuned en- 
gines. But the EPA tests produced 
evidence that seven engine lines appeared 
to be violating clean-air standards. 


If the fumes from these engines were 


bad enough, EPA was supposed to order 
the manufacturers to recall all cars pow- 
ered by the polluting engines. This would 
have brought in more than two million 
cars for adjustments, a massive expen- 
diture for the automakers. 


A confidential report, which we turned 


up in our investigation, explained what 
happened' The auto companies were ac- 
tually furnished the test results and were, 
permitted to make a case against recall. 


"The affected manufacturers requested 


and received all data related to the 
testing of their cars and went .through 
these materials in enormous detail," dis- 
closes the document. "From that review, 
various questions as to the validity of the 
data ... were identified." 


Top EPA officials quickly agreed the 


test results weren't really valid enough to 
compel the manufacturers to recall their 
cars. Stork was one who sided with the 
auto industry. He wrote a memo on the 
recall problem, stating: My suggestion is 
that we write off this effort as a lost cause 
and waste no more time on it. 


All this leaves of the four-year project, 


therefore, is the $4.2 million suggestion 
that auto owners should keep their en- 
gines tuned up. 


Footnote: A House oversight subcom- 


mittee, headed by Rep. John Moss, D.- 
Calif., has started an investigation to 
determine why the EPA spent so much 
money for so little results. 


SOVIET SPIES: In secret testimony, 


the FBI has advised Congress that of the 
2,000 Communist diplomats in the Unit- 
ed States, "40 per cent of them are active 
Soviet intelligence officers." 


These figures on Soviet KGB agents 


were revealed behind closed doors by 
James Adams, ^the top assistant to FBI 
chief Clarence Relley. He testified before 
a House Post Office subcommittee, which 


released the transcript of the hearing. 


But in the interest of the Soviet-Ameri- 


can detente,, the committee carefully de- 
leted all references to the Soviets. The 
sanitized transcript reveals only that the 
800 spies were "active intelligence of- 
ficers." 
' . . 


We have had access to the secret testi- 


mony, however, before it was censored. 
The FBI official tersely identified the 800 
spies as officers of Soviet intelligence. Our 
own sources have confirmed the Soviet 
agents posed as everything from Russian 
newsmen to scientific attaches, 


Adams was called before the committee 


to explain the FBI's role in opening first- 
class mail. He cited the 800 agents as 
evidence of the enormity of the Soviet spy 
problem. 


As one example, Adatris referred to a 


1964 case which hasn't previously been 
disclosed. A Pentagon specialist, in need 
of fast cash, decided to sell 'classified 
information to the Soviets. 


The information 'he was ready to peddle 


was "highly classified," said Adams. It 
revealed how the United States could 
"interfere with a missile system" then 
under development by the Soviets. 


Or, as Adams put it, the traitor planned 


to "let the Soviets know how we could 
could compromise their missile system." 
But an FBI mail check turned up letter 
the man had written to the Soviet U.N. 
mission. 


The intercepted letter said the traitor 


would meet the Soviet contact man 
through use of a coded newspaper ad. But 
at the rendezvous, FBI agents turned up 
.and arrested the American plotter. 


The Pentagon sent a special plane to 


bring him back to Washington for inter- 
rogation. But the illegal mail opening 
made it impossible to prosecute the case. 


However, the traitor was convinced by 


the FBI and Pentagon to "voluntarily" 
enter a mental hospital. There he stayed, 
our sources say, until his secrets were 
sufficiently "stale" to allow him his free- 
dom. 


Adams testified that no one on high 


objected to the FBI's illegal methods, 
that no one "said maybe we ought to stop 
doing this." Now Adams and his col- 
leagues are under fire for the very acts 
that once brought them praise from their 
superiors.

Obviously the lady would be preju- 


diced, feverish, desperate to paint a black 
portrait of the Nazis and an innocent 
white one of the Jews of Europe. 


Untrue. Dawidowitz is a historian, 


which is to say that her research is deep 
and impeccable, that she weighs facts 
carefully and exercises a masterful com- 
mand of the English language. I read it 
in bed. The author made me gee the 
Warsaw ghetto. Against my will, I lived 
in it. 


The book, page by page, became a vivid 


movie. Among the "400,000 Jews of War- 
saw I understood the solemn elders who 
knew that "relocation" by the S.S. troops 
meant gas chambers and mass graves. 


I also learned of the young Jews who 


staged dances and organized night clubs 
and solicited acts on the edge of death. 
Was it morally wrong for a Jew to serve 
on a ghetto police force, rounding up 
other Jews on orders from the Nazis? To 
put it another way, is it cowardly to do 
something reprehensible in order to keep 
your wife and babies alive for one more 
week? 


And what of the Germans? Why was it 


so easy to stomp on the conscience and 
herd the little ones and the old ones into 
camps, there to starve .them, humiliate 
them, experiment with them, kill them to 
the number of six million and force the 
living to bury the dead? 


How about those 80 million Germans 


who tell their children that they knew 
nothing of the "excesses" of Hitler and 
Himmler? Were all of them deaf to the 
pitiful wails coming from the cattle cars 
at the railroad stations? Is it possible that 
no Germans missed their Jewish neigh- 
bors who disappeared in the night? 


The tears of the dead are still falling.'

Bezell is a philosopher. 


"Jim," he said, "you must write a 


column about this one. It is the most 
objective history - probably the first one 
to tell the entire story of what happened." 


He thinks Jews should read it. I think 


Christians should read it. The Jews know 
the story. Christians throughout the 
world do not. Genocfde is the ultimate 
evil. Yesterday it was the Jews. Who will 
be slaughtered on some far off tomorrow? 


I urge my readers to buy this book. If 


you cannot afford it, get it from a lending 
library. The darkest page of history must 
be illuminated. 


As for me, I wish I owned the German 


high school and college rights to this 
book.

It will, and Barbara Howar 
— the flamboyant 41-year- 
old divorcee whose playful 
past includes such milestones 
as a fadeout with the Lyndon 
Johnsons, about whom she 
later wrote a clawing maga- 
zine memoir — continues in 
a rush of words. 


She says she deplores phys-

write off the American .Revolu- 
tion as history. Bruce Catton, 
the historian, «ays it still is 
going on — all over the world. 


"Since World War II, many 


underprivileged people of the 
world have at lait thrown off 
political bonds that restrained 
them for untold agee," Catton 
wrote 
for the forthcoming 


Bicentennial issue of Ameri- 
can Heritage magazine. 


"The American notion that 


political freedom ought to 
mean a more abundant life for 
the average man has caught on 
with earth-shaking power. 
What is happening in the 
world today may be fright- 
ening, but it is extremely 
simple. Of all the people on 
earth we should most easily 
understand it." 


The 76-year-old Pulitzer 


prize winner noted that the 
American Revolution general- 
ly is misunderstood as a bid for 
political independence only. 


"They wanted no more • of 


King George, to be'sure, but 
they also waited the kind of 
freedom that came into the 
front yard and parlor and the 
kitchen of the ordinary human 
being," O.tton said. "Men 
and women did not propose to 
be bossed around any longer, 
and at the same time they did 
not propose to go hungry or 
live in want or feel the re- 
straints of a tighly ordered 
society whose classes and cus- 
toms were fixed beyond 
change."

A Third 
Picture 


Of Smokey 


CAPITAN, N.M. (UPI) — 
Smokey the Bear is known to 
the public as a deep-voiced, 
shovel-toting bruin in blue ov- 
eralls and a ranger's hat who 
stands 
erect 
and 
growls:' 


"Remember, only you can pre- 
vent forest fires." 


The real Smokey is old, 


nearly 80 in terms of a human 
lifespan, and crippled, and 
spends most of his time dozing 
in his cage at the National Zoo 
in Washington, B.C. 


But Ray Bell remembers a 


third picture of Smokey — 
that of a frightened, hungry, 4- 
month-old cub found clinging 
to a charred tree in the ruins 
of a forest fire near Capitan. 


"He was in bad shape," said 


Bell. "He was pretty badly 
burned. He was very hungry 
and terribly sick." 


Fire fighters cleaning up the 


remains of the fire in the Lin- 
coln National Forest in. the 
spring of 1950 tried to care for 
the cub, but Bell, then a pilot 
with the New Mexico Game 
Department, had to fly him to 
Santa Fe to be treated by a 
veterinarian. 


The bear's burns were 


dressed, and Smokey moved 
into Bell's house in Santa Fe. 


"We figured he was going to 


die, he was so sick," said Bell, 
who later became head of the 
New Mexico Forestry Depart- 
ment. "For four or five days he 
wouldn't eat anything, but my 
wife finally fed him pablum, 
honey and milk mixed up." 


Smokey recovered, and three 


months later he went to Wash- 
ington to become the living 
symbol of a fire prevention 
campaign the Forest Service 
had started several years pre- 
viously. 


He became one of the 


country's best-known symbols, 
earned more than $1 million in 
fire prevention funds in royal- 
ties on products bearing his 
name and was given his own 
zip code because he received so 
much mail. He is credited by 
the Forest Service with saving 
more than $16 billion in 
timber. 


When he dies Smokey will 


be buried at the Smokey Bear 
Historical State Park in down- 
town Capitan, 
which 


wasdedicated recently. The 
main attraction at the park 
will be Smokey's grave, but it 
will also include nature trails, 
the Smokey Bear Museum and 
a lookout tower.

"What really has the world 


by the ears is the growing 
realization that man does not 
have to be a loser. If the world 


seems to be a little intoxicated 
these days, that comes natu- 
rally from the awareness that 
the human race at last can do 
just about anything it really, 
wants to do ... land a man on 
the moon, abolish hunger and 
raggedness, or whatever. From 
the infinite store of humanity's 
wants,' name it and you can 
have it.

panies, firms in travel, includ- 
ing an airline; life and proper- 
ty insurance; theatrical and 
television motion picture 
films; budget car rental and 
commercial financing and con- 
sumer loans. Its only manufac- 
turing business is De Laval 
Turbines of Trenton, N.J. 


"The life style of Americans 


is changing a lot faster than 
most people realize," Beckett 
said. "The change has been 
going on for some time. Our 
company discovered that in 
three of the five business turn- 
downs since 1953, spending by 
the public on services, includ- 
ing financial security, did not 
diminish. People

education, recreation and in- 
surance and other financial 
security than they had spent 
in the preceding boom peri- 
ods."

The ABA president listed

liberalize the tax treatment 
of capital losses. 


• .Introduce more flexibility 


into the controls that now set 
interest rates on savings ac- 
counts and time deposits ar- 
bitrarily, without regard for 
giving the saver a chance for 
a fair market return on his 
money. 


• Increase the tax-exempt 


contributions that persons 
may make to their Individual 
Retirement Accounts, cur- 
rently limited to $1,500 per 
year. 


• Eliminate the withhold- 


ing tax on portfolio invest- 
ments of foreign investors. 


The word must be spread 


that small business is among 
the first to suffer from any 
erosion in a nation's ability 
to form investment capital. 
Congress, the Small Business 
Administration, bankers, 
business, each citizen must 
all work together in this.

"When Charlie stole the ball, it really 


seemed to demoralize the Cavs," said 
Boston forward Paul Silas, who scored 
eight points. "Instead of settling down 
and playing with poise like us, they threw 
up a prayer and we got the rebound." 


It was over. Boston was up by three and 


the bottom fell out of Cleveland's playoff 
shot for 1976 as the Central Division 
Champions fell victim to experience while 
the Celtics celebrated quietly, focusing on 
an unprecedented 12th NBA world cham- 
pionship when they take on the Suns 
beginning Sunday at Boston Garden. 


"It was a hell of a game," said Boston 


Coach Tom Heinsohn. "Charlie Scott 
played super and a few key steals, espe- 
cially the one late in the game, really did 
it for us. 


"Jo Jo really had a good night shooting, 


too. But that steal by Scott did it. We had 
poise and hung in there when we were in 
deep foul trouble and they were rushing 
their shots. But they could have won as 
easily tonight as us because they had us 
right down to the end. They could have 
blown us away but didn't."

prior to deciding upon the operation. 


Schembechler said after the consulta- 


tions he had been advieed it would be safe 
to coach without surgery but apparently 


decided the safest course would be to 
undergo the bypass operation. 


"He had a lot of opinions from a lot of 


people," Canham said, "which is the way 
he does everything—thorough as hell. If 
he wasn't in football now, he probably 
wouldn't have the operation—at least not 
at this stage." 


He was hospitalized in late February 


when he nbticed some chest pain follow- 
ing a two-hour paddleball session.

ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) -The 
Assembly has approved a bill 
which would increase the in- 
surance premiums of about 30 
per cent of the state's motor- 
ists by requiring higher 
amounts of personal liability 
coverage. 


The sponsor, Assemblyman 


Leonard Silverman, said the 
bill would increase the insur- 
ance premium of a motorist 
currently carrying the min- 
imum coverage by amounts 
ranging from $18 a year in 
Albany to $30 a year in 
Brooklyn. 


The Brooklyn Democrat 


stressed that it would not af- 
fect the 70 per cent of the 
state's drivers who carry more 
than the minimum amount of 
coverage. 


In other action Tuesday, the 


Assembly passed bills to ex- 
pand the ban on smoking in 
public places and allow po- 
licemen to join political clubs. 


Currently, motorists are re- 


quired to carry a minimum of 
$10,000 insurance for one in- 
jured party and $20,000 for all 
injuries resulting from an acci- 
dent. Silverman's measure 
would boost that to $25,000 
and $50,000, respectively. 


The measure was approved

Patton was said to have been 


one of a number of uniden- 
tified individuals listed in an 
affidavit alleging that they 
had been "Kirfassed and 
threatened" bj.v,,N:adjari in an 
effort to obtmn.-ftttriminating 
evidence"agai'riBt Cun- 
ningham. . ,

Cunningham's law partner, in 
support of an unsuccessful ef- 


fort to quash a Nadjari sub 
poena calling for surrender of 
their firm's business and bank 
records. 


The sources said that anoth- 


er target of the alleged Nedjari 
harassment was Stanley Kreit- 
man, president of the Ameri- 
can Bank and Trust Co., 
which retains the firm of Cun- 
ningham and Kaming as its 
legal representative. 


In his affidavit, Kaming 


charged that a bank president 
was summoned to Nadjari's 
offices and, in the presence of 
his lawyers, threatened with 
indictment "if he did hot coop- 


erate and incriminate Cun- 
ningham." 


The bank president who, ac- 


cording to Kaming, said he 
knew of no wrongdoing, was 
allegedly told: "And so what if 
the indictment was dismissed 
in two months? Your bank and 
reputation would be ruined." 


On April 29, state Com- 


missioner of Motor Vehicles 
James P. Melton testified 
before the Nadjari grand jury 


• that Cunningham asked him 
in February 1975 to switch his 
department's interest-free ac- 
count in the Bronx from the 
Chase Manhattan Bank to 
American Bank and Trust. 


The switch was approved by 


State Comptroller Arthur 
Levitt last June after a routine 
investigation by his office. 


Kreitman was not im- 


mediately available for com- 
ment.

lease of the Bronx Terminal 
Market, which has been a 
focus of Nadjari's wide-rang- 
ing grand jury probe of alleged 
political corruption in the 
Bronx and Cunningham's al- 
leged involvement in the sale 
of judgeships. 


A Nadjari spokesman had 


said earlier that Kaming's 
charges are "ludicrous." In 
Sandler's court Tuesday, Nad- 
jari aide Joel Cohen said, "We 
deny these allegations." 


Sandier refused to quash 


Nadjari's subpoena for the 
Cunningham and Kaming re- 
cords. Kaming said he will 
appeal the decision.

Kaming's request for a hearing 
at which he promised to pro- 
duce witnesses to substantiate 
his charges that Nadjari was 
"resurrecting the tactics of the 
Gestapo" in his singleminded 
pursuit of the state Democrat- 
ic chairman.

'Baby Doc1 Ending 14-Year Stagantion of 'Papa's' Regime 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti 
(UPI) — When a reluctant 19- 
year-old playboy was willed 
absolute power over Haiti's 
five million citizens by his 
father, international observers 
scrambled to make book on 
how long he would last. 


Five years later, Jean- 


Claude Duvalier has not only 
convinced the same observers 
that his "president-for-life" ti- 
tle may be accurate, but has 
also ended the stagnation that 
kept Haiti groveling below 
subsistence level for the 14 
years of his father's iron-fisted 
rule. 


On the surface, the change is 


scarcely noticeable. Port au 
Prince is still a grimy city of 
open sewers, bands of beggars, 
rifle-toting street-corner 
militia, limping vehicles 
whose engines are turned off to 
save gas on the down slopes, 
and the occasional ven- 
turesome 
rat-frightening 


casino gamblers. 


The nation 
is still the 


poorest in the Western Hemi- 
sphere, with per capita income 
estimated between $100 and 
$130 a year. By contrast, the 
Dominican Republic, which 
shares the mountainous island 
of Hispaniola, has a per capita 
income double Haiti's and the 
average annual income in 
nearby Puerto Rico is ap- 
proaching §2,000. (In Missis- 
sippi it's $3,800.). 


But on April 22, 1971, when 


college freshman Jean-Claude 
Duvalier was sworn in and 
immediately picked up the de- 
risive nickname, "Baby Doc," 
the per capita income was be- 
tween $60 and $75 a year, the 
same level it had been 14 years 
earlier when Francois "Papa 
Doc" Duvalier had graduated 
from country doctor to all- 
powerful ruler. 


The most dramatic change 


introduced by the young presi- 
dent, a physical giant who will 
turn 25 in July, has been to 
open relations with the rest of 
the world. 


In the past three years, Haiti 


has received 175 million 
dollars in loans and grants 
from individual nations and 
international institutions. 
This compares with just about 
zero from the time President 
John F. Kennedy got fed up 
with Papa Doc's waste and 
graft and cut off U.S. aid until 
the death of the elder Duvalier 
April 21, 1971. 


The assistance is both for 


infrastructure development 
and to help with immediate 
needs such as health care. The 
U.S. government estimated in 
1974 that the average life ex- 
pectancy here was 48 years 
and the literacy rate 10 per 
cent. 


One of the most ambitious 


projects is construction of a S3 
million hydroelectric dam on 
the Artibonite 
River. The 


dam, financed by West Ger- 
many, is intended to end the 
blackouts which are imposed 
systematically and to irrigate 
almost 15,000 acres of the 
fertile Artibonite Plain. 


In this mountainous country 


the size of Maryland, only 
about about one-third of the 
10,700 square miles is con- 
sidered suitable for cul- 
tivation. And much of that 
arable land has been destroyed 
by overuse. 


Another internationally-fi- 


nanced project — one with a 
shady history — is a road from 
the capital to the southern 
peninsula started during the 
reign of Papa Doc. Foreign 
countries have repeatedly 
poured money into the road, 
but somehow little of it has 
been built. Those parts which 
were completed immediately 
fell into ruin. 


Now the project has fresh 


money from the United States, 
Canada and international 
agencies, and a Canadian firm 
has been contracted to build 
it. 


This time it looks like the 


southern highway will actually 
be built, a symbol not only of 
the changed attitude of the 
Haitian government, but also 
of an increased sophistication 
among the financing bodies. 


The U.S. Agency for In- 


ternational Development 
(AID) has approved a $3.7 
million long-term loan for road 
maintenance, recognizing that 
internationally-financed de- 
velopment projects here will 
be useless if the local govern- 
ment doesn't have the where- 
withal to maintain them when 
they are completed. 


Another nation which has 


come to the assistance of Haiti 
lately is the former mother- 
land, France, against which 
the rebsl slaves won their war 
of independence in 1804 and 
which has had very little to do 
with the former prize sugar 
colony since. 


The other major area in 


which the Haitian economy 
has shown improvement is in 
attracting U.S. assembly 
plants. More than 150 U.S. 
companies now have plants in 
this nation, whose minimum 
wage was raised in 1974 from 
$1 a day to $1.30 a day. Anoth- 
er 80 Haitian-controlled com- 
panies assemble imported 
U.S. components for re-export 
to the U.S. market. 


The best-known assembly 


operation produces baseballs, 
but there also are plants turn- 
ing out needlework and elec- 
tronic and mechanical prod- 
ucts. 


Haiti offers a cheap and un- 


organized labor force of 26,000 
persons, mostly women, who 
have a reputation for working 
hard. 


With Puerto Rico's wage ap- 


proaching U.S. levels and la- 
bor troubles increasing 
elsewhere in the region, the 
future of Haiti as the center of 
the U.S. assembly industry in 
the Caribbean appears very 
bright. 


Tourism has proved almost 


fail-safe. 
Even during the 


worst days of Papa Doc's ter- 
rorism, a trickle of visitors was 
lured by the exotic culture and 
the friendly smiles which have 
sustained the nation through 
172 years of hard times. 


When Papa Doc was gone 


trickle became a flood. 


In recent years the tourism 


industry has suffered a mild 
case of the ups and downs, just 
as in other Caribbean tourist 
spots affected by the eccen- 
tricities of the U.S economy. 


George Gehmany, a U.N. 


advisor to the Haiti National 
Tourism Office, said that dur- 
ing the recent U.S. recession 
the local hotels averaged 30 


per cent occupancy. But un- 
like the high-overhead hotels 
elsewhere in the Caribbean, 
the Haitian facilities — many 
of which occupy converted co- 
lonial mansions which offer 
minimal modern facilities — 
can operate indefinitely at 
that level. 


The occupancy rate in the 


hundreds of Port au Prince 
hotels — not a single one at- 
tached to an international 
chain — rose to 100 per cent 
during the last Christmas and 
Easter holiday 
periods, 


Gehmany said. 


Visitors complain about the 


onslaught 
of beggars 
and 


hustlers to which they are sub 


jected from the moment they 
set foot on shore. But they 
marvel at the prices, the ser- 
vice, the lack of crime, the art 
and mahogany galleries, and 
return. 


George Jean-Louis, a Que- 


bec taxi driver who has vaca- 
tioned here several times but 
tried Cuba instead last year, 
explained why he came back. 


"Haiti has life and activity, 


color, fun, dancing, art, girls, 
good food," Jean-Louis said. 
"Cuba is like spending a vaca- 
t i o n 
in 
a 
c e m e n t e r y 


mausoleum." 


The latest statistics avail- 


able (1973) show that tourism 
brought in $1.2 million in for- 


qign ^change, exceeded only 
by coffee exports. 
•On the political side, Haiti 
continues stable to the point of 
petrification. Opposition by 
word or deed is banned. 


Elections were held in 1973 


for the legislative assembly. 
But the assembly has no power 
whatsoever. The government 
permitted 300 candidates to 
run for the 58 seats, but the 
official Duvalierist Party slate 
and the so-called independ- 
ents all had to be approved as 
safely pro- -government before 
they could seek election. 


The real evidence of the 


young president's grasp has 
come through a series of cabi- 


net shuffles. In each one, a 
little of the old guard which 
shored up the late president 
has been demoted or dis- 
carded. 


The most dramatic indica- 


tion that Jean-Claude was 


1 clearly in control was the firing 
in 1972 of Luckner Cambrone, 
founder and leader of the 
dreaded Ton Ton Macoute se- 
cret police and the man be- 
lieved to have his finger on the 
trigger of the nation's arsenal. 


In the latest cabinet shift 


last m o n t h , D u v a l i e r 
eliminated 
another of 
his 


father's favorite henchmen, 


Paul Blanchet, who, as min- 
ister of interior and national 
defense, appeared to have suc- 
ceeded Cambrone as the gov- 
ernment strongman. 


If there is a power behind the 


throne, observers feel, it is 
Duvalier's mother, Simone, 
who reportedly battled con- 
stantly in her husband's day 
with her politically-ambitious 
daughter, Marie Denise, to be 
the distaff influence in the 
family. Marie Denise has dis- 
appeared from the forefront 
since her father's death and 
the other two Duvalier 
daughters have never showed 
much political interest.

Senate Copied in Minute Detail for Film 


••••*••••••••••••••• 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - One 
is stirred to humming "The 
Battle Hymn of the Republic" 
or perhaps "Yankee Doodle" 
on Stage 3 at Studio Center 
where an impressive replica of 
the United States Senate has 
been built. 


The interior of the hallowed 


chamber, irreverently called 
the Cave of the Winds, was 
constructed for the movie "Bil- 
ly Jack Goes to Washington." 


Consummate care was taken 


to copy the Senate in minute 
detail for scenes in Tom 
Laughlin's new drama. But it 
wasn't easy. 


First, it's against the law to 


photograph the chamber. Still 
pictures from Jimmy 
Stewart's 1939 "Mr. Smith 
Goes to Washington" — on 
which Laughlm's film is based 
— are out of date. 


The Senate was completely 


renovated in 1949-50. In- 
asmuch as Laughlin's movie is 
contemporary, it was neces- 
sary to copy the refurbished 
Senate chamber from scratch 


Laughlm's organization put 


in a call to Darrell St Claire, 
assistant secretary of the Sen- 
ate Few men, and certainly no 
senators, are as familiar with 
the upper house of congress. 


St. Claire has been involved 


with the Senate since John 
Nance Garner ran the show in 
1933. He has held a number of 
positions, including clerk of 
the Foreign Relations and the 


Rules and Adminstration com- 
mittees. 


The moviemakers enjoyed a 


stroke of good fortune when St. 
Claire told them the Senate 
had been officially photo- 
graphed recently for "We The 
People," a publication of the 
guides who lead tours through 
the Capitol building. 


"I supplied information 


about the feel of the Senate, 
use of the desks and other 
details 
about the chamber," said St. 
Claire, a dignified man who is 
strongly attached to the his- 
toric house of Congress. 


"The present chamber was 


first occupied in 1859. And it 
was renovated in two stages 
The senators moved out in 
1940 while temporary ceiling 
supports were put in. But 
World War Two came along 
and delayed renovation 


"They were moved out again 


in 1949 to complete the first 
stage and again in 1950 for the 
final stage, 


"A great deal of marble was 


added to the chamber. It's 
more decorative now. The wall 
fabric is different from what it

was a hundred years ago. It is 
gold imprinted with the cap of 
liberty. 


"The ceiling was redone. 


The 
candelabra was replaced. The 
old, flat skylights are gone. 
The rostrum was redesigned. 
The ceiling is now solid and 
decorated with the Grand Seal 
of the Republic." 


Only the busts of American 


vice presidents and the desks 
of the senators have remained 
unchanged They are precisely 
the same desks as those used 
in 1800 with additions, of 
course, for newcomers at the 
country grew. 


Highly prized are the desks 


bearing inscriptions from sen- 
ators of the past. 


Among the historic doodlers 


were such public property de- 
facers as Daniel Webster, An- 
drew Johnson and Jefferson

"Eleanor and Franklin," said 
in a summary that there was 
a strong expression among 
the 
majority of conference 


participants for a program 
that would offer

means for assisting the tran- 
sitions from y o u t h to 
adulthood and from school to 
work. 


It was seen as 
differing 


markedly from the anti-pov- 
erty oriented programs of the 
1960s, which were targeted at 
the poor and disadvantaged, 
whereas universal youth ser- 
vice recognizes the need of 
all young people for a set of 
options that would include 
education, work and service, 
said Lash. 


Conference sentiment was 


clearly opposed to a com- 
pulsory program, as it was 
seen as limiting youth op- 
tions instead of expanding 
them. 


The size of such a program 


was discussed by Donald J. 
Eberly, executive director of 
the National Service Secre- 
tariat, 
who estimated 
an 


enrollment of one million 18- 
24 year olds within three 
years of operation. 


Prof. Bernard Anderson of 


t h e - U n i v e r s i t y 
o f 


Pennsylvania's Wharton 
School projected an enroll- 
ment of upwards of two mil- 
lion; but Prof. Sar Levitan of 
George Washington Univer- 
sity said these estimates were 
far too high. Judge Justine 
Wise Polier disagreed, saying 
that "people don't ask for 
services when they know the 
services do not exist." 


Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., 


recalling such youth pro- 
grams of the 1930s as the Ci- 
vilian Conservation Corps 
and National Youth Admin- 
istration, said that critics of 
these programs feared they 
would be used to regiment 
young people.
